Disastrous as the theatrical season has 
been from almost all points of view, for 
the American dramatist at least this has 
certainly been a gala year. Never before 
have native playwrights figured so con- 
spicuously upon the New York stage. 
This, of course, is partly due to the fact 
that the foreign attractions have, with 
scarcely an exception, proved failures, 
while the home-made plays have been in 
quite a number of instances of exceptional 
merit. Be the cause what it may, how- 
ever, the joyful fact has to be recorded 
that, with the exception of Bernard 
Shaw’s ‘‘You Never Can Tell,” all the 
plays which are now enjoying last- 
ing popularity in the metropolis are 
the work of American authors. It 
may be that the long awaited 
dawn of The Great American 
Drama has come at last. Let 
us hope so at all events; for 
the more one sees of the latest 
efforts of English, French and 
German dramatists the more 
one is forced to realize 
that Americans sooner 
or later will be forced 
to seek more and 
more in the romance 
and characteristics of 
their own country 
their dramatic fod- 
der. If the senti- 
ment of New York 
audiences can be regarded as the fair 
pulse of the country at large, then cer- 
tainly in the matter of plays, at least, 
American playgoers are realizing that 
“there’s no place like home.” 

The first home-made play to score 
this season was ‘The Music Master,” 
which started its run in mid-September 
at the Belasco, and even now, when after 
a two-hundred-night run it has been 
transferred to the Bijou, it is nightly 
turning away hundreds of people. From 
several points of view the success of this 
play has been phenomenal. It has, in 
the first place, given the country a great

actor. It happens only once in a decade 
or so that an artist steps into greatness 
at a bound, as David Warfield did on that 
memorable first night. I happened to 
have seen the play at one of its first 
performances at Easton, Pennsylvania, 
and I fully expected that Mr. Warfield 
was going to score a hit; but I must 
confess that the magnitude of his triumph 
when he at last came to Broadway stag- 
gered me almost as much as it did every 
one else. 

During their preliminary “road” per- 
formances his manager and coach, Mr. 
David Belasco, had treated Warfield very 

much as a trainer handles his pet 


pugilist; until New York was 
reached Mr. Warfield played 
“under wraps,” as it were. 


Belasco never once permitted 
him to revealhis full powers 
of emotion or the thousand 
and one exquisite little 
touches of pathos and ten- 
derness which make Mr. 
Warfield’s Herr Von Bar- 
ing the most consummate 
stage characterization that 
I have ever seen. 

Stop just a mo- 
ment and think what 
this actor has 
- achieved by his one 
performance. Three 
years ago Warfield 
was New York’s star jester. Noone could 
play a low comedy Hebrew as he did; in 
the burlesques at Weber and Field’s his 
sketch was always the great feature. 
Then when Mr. Belasco, realizing his 
possibilities in quite another field, put 
him under a three years’ contract the 
wiseacres all wagged their heads and said: 
“It’s a mistake to try to make Warfield 
serious. The public has been laughing 
with him so long that no matter what he 
says or does on the stage they are going 
to laugh at him.” To which the sage 
Belasco replied with a confident twinkle 
in his eye “If Warfield remains with me 
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for three years I can make him the great 
est character actor on the stage.’’ 

And he’s done it. Belasco has fulfilled 
his prediction and Warfield has more 
than realized his teacher’s wildest hopes. 
In “The Auctioneer” he achieved a big 
success, but he was still the comical 
Hebrew whom playgoers knew of old. 
There was a little pathetic touch in his 
performance here and there, but no 
marked departure from his former line of 
work.

Like a true 
friend, the “barker”? has come to warn 
him.

Herr 
Von Baring thanks the ‘barker’ and 
promises to reform, and then after a very 
jolly spaghetti dinner, which is one of the 
funniest scenes of the play, he turns to 
.eceive another visitor. 

{t is a young girl, accompanied by her 
footman, who comes to engage the Pro 
fessor to teach one of the poor children 
in Houston Street in whom she is inter- 
ested. ohe hands him her card—Helene 
Stanton; and as he holds it he looks at 
her steadily, searchingly. Out in the 
other room the three musicians are 
rehearsing a symphony of the Pro- 
fessor’s—a piece of music which, he 
explains, was first performed at the 
Opera House in Leipsic the night that 
his wife and little daughter left him with 
the man whom he had thought his dear- 
est friend. The melody arrests the girl’s 
attention, and sitting down at the piano 
she begins to pick out the air with one 
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finger. She has 
heard it somewhere 
before, but where, 
she can’t remember. 
The old. man lights 
the lamp, and _ still 
watching her, finds 
out that her mother 
is dead but that her 
father is a great phil- 
anthropist, one of the 
town’s richest mil- 
lionaires. 

“Ah! Then you 
have a father!’ ex- 
claims the old man, 
keenly disappointed. 
She is still strum- _ pxoro ey syron 
ming at the piano “Pot eye never 
when a man enters was mended.” 
and demands the rent 
for the instrument. The Professor begs 
him to wait until to-morrow, but calling 
his workmen in, the collector carries off 
the piano before their eyes. The girl, 
touched at the old man’s predicament, 
begs him to take her as a pupil and come 
to her house to give her lessons. The 
Professor grasps at the chance and the 
next act shows one of these lessons in 
full sway. They are great friends by 
this time, but so far he has never been 
able to see Stanton, the girl’s father. It 
is her birthday, and as she 
pauses after one of her ex- 
ercises, she asks him if he 
wouldn’t like to look at her 
presents. 

“There they are, on the 
top of that cabinet where I 
keep all my dolls.” 

“You have all your dolls?” 
he asks her quickly. 

“Oh, yes, every one of 
them. Old friends, you 
know. Even my baby doll, 
which I got before we left 
Leipsic, is in there. You 
may look at them if you 
like.” 

The old man has never 
tired of telling his friend Miss

—two—three! One—two—three!” at 
the piano, he says with a great sob: 
“Dot eye never was mended.” 

He puts the doll back, and as he closes 
the cabinet Helene remarks, ‘‘Would you 
like to see a painting of my mother? 
Open the door and you can see it. There 
it stands, right over my bed. It almost 
speaks.” He gazes at it long and lovingly, 





crying, “I can’t do it, Herr Von Baring. 
My father has forbidden you the house, 
but o 

“Oh!” cries the old man grimly, “‘it’s 
your father! Miss Helene, I should like 
very much to speak to your father.” At 
that moment Santon, thinking the Pro- 
fessor has gone, enters. The girl leaves 
the two men face to face. 

Then begins the play’s great scene. 
From studied calm, as he sarcastically 
taunts his wife’s betrayer, he passes to 
anger and then to furious rage. Stanton, 
confessing all, tries to quiet him, fearing 
a scene. Finally, in desperation he turns 
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would like to speak to—your father, Miss Stanton.” 


and then conquering his emotions he 
resumes the lesson. But the butler comes 
in to tell Helene that her father wants to 
see her at once. 

While she is away the old man makes 
up his mind not to reveal himself. What 
would be the use? All he could give her 
is his love and that old room on Houston 
Street; here she has everything in the 
world. Helene returns in deep confusion. 
She tells the Professor that she cannot 
take any more lessons. He _ pleads, 
excuses his old-fashioned methods, begs 
her to try him just once more. It is 
impossible. He picks up his hat and 
turns to go, but the girl runs after him

on the old man, who by this time is 
distraught with hate and rage, and dares 
him to tell his girl the whole miserable 
scandal. It can only break her heart. 
This sobers the Professor, who realizes the 
awful truth of what the villain says. 
Helene has told him only that day that

‘fellow, and so just as the girl with her 


fiancé’s parents comes on to receive 
Stanton’s congratulations, the old music 
master slips out of the room without a 
word. 

The last scene finds him still more 
poverty-stricken in his lodgings. He is 
packing up to go back to Leipsic. He has 


















my just seen his daugh- 
ter married and is 
happy in the pos- 
session of a flower 
which she dropped 
from her bouquet. 
He wants to leave 
her in peace and 
ignorance. But in 
the meantime the 
girl has learned the 
truth from Stanton’s 
lips—the truth that

his garret. Both she 
and her husband insist that he shall go 
abroad with them on their honeymoon, 
but first the girl is determined that the 
old Professor of his own free will shall 
acknowledge her and tell her all. He, 
thinking only of shielding his wife’s past, 
holds out against her, but she wins him 
finally; he tells her that the sin in the old 
days was entirely his, and the play ends 
with the girl’s faith in her mother’s 
memory unbroken. 

No description of this play can help 
seeming trite and commonplace, for after 
all the secret of its triumph is entirely in 
the manner in which it is done. Miss 
Marie Bates as Miss Houston and Miss 
Minnie Dupree as the daughter are con- 
spicuously successful members of the cast. 
It is a play which touches men even more 
than it does women. 
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From the sweet and pensive old age of 
“The Music Master” to the sturdy, virile 
life of “‘Strongheart” is a big jump, but 
very exhilarating. This play by W. C. 
De Mille, a very young writer, the eldest 
son of the late H. C. De Mille, is full of 
the dash and high spirits of youth, and in 
its leading character of Strongheart, the 
college graduate Indian, as played by 
Mr. Robert Edeson, there are both tender- 
ness and romance. The first two acts of 
“Strongheart” are devoted entirely to a 
football match at Columbia College, and 
while they are interesting, particularly to 
the younger set of playgoers, the real

play does not begin until the third act. 
Strongheart, the idol of the college boys 
for his prowess at football, has shouldered 
the crimes of another man who is accused 
of selling the team’s football signals to 
their rivals. He has taken the blame on 
himself for the moment, only because his 
greatest friend is under suspicion of being 
the guilty man. 

Strongheart is in love with this boy’s 
sister, and finally when the real villain is 
unmasked by the Indian he turns and 
taunts Strongheart with the fact that 
though his pal has taken him to his 
home, made him one of the family and 
treated him in all matters as his equal 
and bosom friend, the moment he realizes 
that Strongheart, a full-blooded Indian, 
wants to marry his sister he will turn 
against him. Strongheart, proud of the 
line of chiefs he sprang from and sure of 
his friend’s stanchness, puts the matter 
to the test, and, sure enough, not only 
the brother but all the brother’s pals 
denounce him for his presumption. Not 
so the girl, however. In spite of all the 
influences that are brought to bear upon 
her the girl stands firm and declares her 
intention of marrying the Indian and, if

Compton as Molly Livingston.

necessary, returning with him to live 
among his people. 

During the scene in which the girl 
declares herself, an Indian in full regalia 
is shown into the drawing-room. He 
comes with an urgent message for 
Strongheart. The Old Chief is dead; 
he, Strongheart, is the great Chief now 
and his people have sent this messenger 
tosummon him home. The contrast of 
the pale-faced, delicate New York girl and 
this sullen, stoical savage makes Strong- 
heart realize not 
only his own duty 
but the utter hope- 
lessness of his ever 
being able to make 
the girl happy in 
the wild life of his 
tribe. The money 
for his education 
was provided by 
these very Indians 
who are now calling 
upon him to return 
to them. Firmly, 
but very tenderly, 
Strongheart ex- 
plains to her how 
far apart their fut- 
Robert Edeson as_ ure paths must lie. 
Strongheart. The girl, distracted, 
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clings to him, protesting that his 
people shall be her people, that she 
will gladly follow him to the end of 
the world. But Strongheart, his mind 
made up, his path of duty clear before 
him, is obdurate enough. They part in 
a very tender and beautifully written 
love scene, which before its end, however, 
becomes almost aggravating because it 
does not include a single kiss. 

In this act Mr. Edeson does by all 
odds the finest acting that he has ever 
done, but at the first performance I shall 
never forget hearing the women exclaim 
with one voice, while they wiped their 
eyes, “‘Why on earth didn’t he kiss her at 
least once?” 

The honors of Strongheart belong 
entirely to Mr. Edeson and Mr. De Mille, 
the author, for the supporting company 
is really unworthy of him. 


And now I must pass to another of the 
really great hits of the winter—C. M. S. 
McLellan’s “Leah Kleschna,” which 
has brought renewed fame and fortune 
to that remarkably clever actress, Mrs. 
Minnie Madden Fiske. 

This play had been refused by 
almost every well known manager in 
England and America. Not ten days 
before its production I heard one of the 
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most important managers in the world 
remark, “I wouldn’t touch this play of 
‘Leah Kleschna’ with a ten-foot pole. I 
had it and turned it down. It’s just the 
story of a common thief.” 

But Mrs. Fiske saw the possibilities of 
the really splendid character drama, and 
she produced it with one of the best 
casts that New York has seen in the past 


ten years. The acting of the five prin 


cipals, Mr. Charles Cartwright, Mr. 
George Arliss, Mr. William Mack, Mr. 
John Mason and Mrs. Fiske created 


almost as much sensation as the play 
did itself. Curiously enough, only yester- 
day I heard that this same manager who 
wouldn’t touch the play with a ten-foot 
pole, has just paid a very large figure 
for the English rights. Mrs. Fiske, how- 
ever, claims that all rights to the play are 
hers, so another big theatrical lawsuit will 
probably soon take the boards. 


There’s no use making any bones 
about Leah as a heroine. She is just 
what the manager said she was: a thief. 


Her father has brought her up to the 
trade, which by the enormous daring of 
his burglaries he has almost dignified into 
a profession. But she “burgles’” under 
protest—that’s one of the points you 
realize in her favor from the outset. 
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Associated with 
Leah’s father is 
Schremm, an ugly, 
beetle-browed little 
scoundrel whose re- 
deeming feature is 
his hopeless love 
for Leah. Thisrdle, 
as played by Mr. 
Mack, is to my 
mind the artistic 
gem of the entire 
performance. But ! 
Leah’s heart is set 
on a memory—the 
memory of the face 
of a man who had 
saved her life in a shipwreck some years 
before. For years she has _ searched 
Paris in hopes of encountering that face 
igain, and just as the play opens she 
comes triumphant into her father’s lodg- 
ing. She knows his name now. She 
saw his photograph for sale in a shop 
window, bought it, and ascertained that 
he is Paul Silvaine, the philanthropist 
and politician who is to be married to- 
morrow. Her father and Schremm 
exchange significant glances, for they 
have arranged a neat little burglary of 
Silvaine’s house for that night in the 
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Mrs. Fiske as Leah 
Kleschna.

hopes of “bagging” the wedding presents. 
They tell their plan to Leah, who is to 
get into the house, but they do not tell 
her the name of the man she is to rob. 

She enters the house and is busily 
breaking open the safe when out of the 
darkness comes a_ voice which she 
recognizes instantly, saying: ‘‘Don’t move, 
because if you do I'll fire.”  Silvaine 
turns the lights on. The man and 
woman face each other. She attempts 
braggadocio, threatens if he does not let 
her go at once to make a scandal which 
will ruin him. He remains calm, almost 
kind; he questions her, gradually gets 
her to talk about herself and _ finally 
touches her so profoundly that, released 
by him, she starts to go home, leaving 
his jewel casket on the table. At the 
door she is intercepted by Raoul, the 
degenerate brother of the girl Silvaine is 
going tomarry. He knows Leah; in fact, 
for a long time he has been pestering her 
with his attention. She loathes him, and 
as the three stand face to face she, 
turning to Raoul, speaks the best line in 
the play: “Here we stand—a gentleman, 
a blackguard and a thief. I’m the 
thief. Which are you?” 

Silvaine, after a trumped-up explana- 
tion, escorts Leah to the front door. 
Raoul, as soon as the two have vanished, 
empties the casket into his coat pocket 
and escapes through the window. Next 





day the bride’s people naturally make an 
awful fuss. Silvaine suspects Raoul, but 
in order to make sure he sends for Leah. 
She comes instantly. The fiancé and 
his father are in the room. Privately 
Leah has denied all knowledge of the 
theft to Silvaine; but before the others, 
thinking that she may be doing him a 
service, she says that she committed the 
crime. Raoul, meantime, shadowed by 
the detectives that Silvaine has put upon 
his track, rushes in desperation to 
Kleschna’s room, where the father and 
Schremm in a frenzy of suspense are 
awaiting Leah’s return. Raoul, fearful of 
detection, offers to take the two men in 
as partners if they will make away with 
the jewels for him. Leah, returning, 
overhears his confession, and refuses to 
be a party to the matter. The father 
threatens and would strike her, only the 
faithful Schremm flies at his throat. 
Leah, by a clever ruse, makes her escape 
from the room and puts the detectives 
who are trailing Raoul off his track. 

The final scene, a year later, finds her 
a farm hand picking lettuce on a vast 
estate in the south of France. She has 
broken from her father and all her old 
associates. Silvaine comes to her there 
and begs her to be his wife. The play 
ends as the farm hands and _ yokels 
watch the two walking towards the 
village.

Those 
who observe such things, declare that he 
is rising to a position second only to that 
of William Winter, the dean of the 
American corps of dramatic critics. 

Mr. Davies has entered the service of 
THE Rep Book as the regular contributor 
of its dramatic department. Criticism, 
comment and illustrations are all from 
him, and his standing in the profession 
lends a dignity to the feature that will 
be recognized very widely. Three of the

“A Pink Pill Episode” is a Christian 
Science story that will amuse equally 
those who doand those who do not 
adhere to the views of that faith. It is 
written by Jessie Reno Odlin, and illus- 
trated by Maginel Wright Enright, whose 
child pictures last month were so pleasing 
to Rep Book readers. 

“Ace High” is a horse-race story by 
Edith Kellogg Dunton, who shows a keen 
appreciation of track and stable incident, 
and tells a love story or describes a run- 
away with equal facility. 

Add to these that have been named, a 
dozen other stories of like excellence and 
variety, illustrated by capable artists, and 
introduced by an enlarged pictorial art 
supplement and a beautified cover, and 
you have the May Rep Book.
